From the realm of science, J. Allen Dickson, coun­

swung the April meeting of council, Thursday evening, 
to go on record as opposed to any modification or change 
in its 1927 soliciting ordinance. 
“In science, we arrive at conclusions through ex­ 
perimentation with facts, known or unknown to us,” Mr. 
Dickson asserted, “and in the same way I feel that we 
should give our present soliciting ordinance a fair trial.” 
Vote Five To Three 
When the second ward Solon finished what was con­ 
sidered by council attaches the most logical summing 
up of arguments pro and con the question of soliciting 
ever heard in chambers since passage of the ordinance 
was considered two years ago. a roll call of the members 
on a motion to keep the soliciting ordinance in its pres­ 
ent form was taken in electrified atmosphere which fair­ 
ly bristled with the tension under which the members 
were laboring. 
By a vote of five to three, with one member absent, 
council passed a motion, placed by Councilman William
